The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claims 1 and 8, more particularly, define the method of detecting 
orientation of an optical disk drive which consists; measuring a first moving distance (or 
time with respect to claim 8) by using a first force driven on a movable optical pickup 
head for a preset period, then measuring a second moving distance (or time with 
respect to claim 8) by using a second force for the same preset period. The tow forces 
have the same amplitude but in opposite direction. Then determining that optical disk 
drive is horizontal orientation when the difference between the first and second moving 
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distances ( or time) falls within a pre determined value. Theses particulars, combined 
with remaining claim elements are not suggested in the prior art.
